IBRARIES, dining - rooms 
and halls are well adapted for 
the display of handsome tap- 
estry effects, which are, in 
fact, a very popular means of 
household decoration at the 
present day. That they have 
not been more in general use 
is undoubtedly due to the 
fact that a good article of this 
sort has been an expensive 
luxury. To persons of good 
taste and judgment in their 
home adornment, the fact is 
that no tapestry at all is far 
preferable to the average cheap article. 

We illustrate on this page a set of three French tap- 
estry designs imported by Johnson & Faulkner, New 




Although not so showing in the illustrations, these 
panels are all of equal height. The centre panel, called 
the "half panel," is eight feet six inches long by six 
feet high, price, $15.00; the side panels, called " quarter 
panels, " are four feet three inches by six feet, price, $7.00 
each. The tapestry may be purchased as one entire 
panel for $30.00. These prices are without border; the 
border comes in two widths, No. 1, eight inches, costing 
60 cents, and No. 2, 12 inches, costing 80 cents per yard. 
These prices are within the reach of anyone, and so 
excellent in style and coloring are these panels, that we 
may unhesitatingly endorse them as premus inter pares.

York City, and of which they are the sole agents in this 
country. These tapestries fill the want long felt of a 
good and artistic article at a moderate price. The 
drawing is good, the coloring equaling in every way 
the rich mellow tones of the old Gobelins and Dutch 
decorations. 

In this example the grey-blues, dull olives, reds and 
yellows form an excellent low-toned and harmonious 
effect, that combine well with the quiet, tasteful decora- 
tive effects of the present epoch. 
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to this was a tall, screen made of unbleached muslin, 
in three compartments. On these divisions were 
Dutch scenes, with windmills, quaint figures, and all 
the paraphernalia which pertains to decorations of this 
sort. Of course there were the usual plaques in this 
Holland blue, but the whole was so harmonious, the 
details so inexpensive, that simplicity for this room was 
easily gained — a choice furnishing.
